a first wall side, having a first end and a second end; 

a second wall side, having a first end and a second end; 

a third wall side, having a first end and a second end; 

wherein said first end of said first wall side is attached to said first end of said 
second wall side, and wherein said first end of said third wall side is attached to said 
second end of said second wall side, to form a parallelepiped having an open end, 
wherein said open end is defined by one edge of said first planar sheet, one edge of said 
second planar sheet, said second end of said first wall side, and said second end of said 
third wall side.—
